Queen Victoria Said to Have Demanded 
a Personal Explanation of the Prince’s 
Conduct in Connection With the Bac- 
carat Scandal—A Retired Officer De- 
fends Cumming. 


LoyposN, June 11.—The outspoken news- 
paper press comments upon the part the 
Prince of Wales played im the baccarat 
scandal continue tobethe sensation of the 
day In England and elsewhere. A newspaper 
reporter, who was present near the Prince of 
Wales at Ascot to-day when the race for the 
gold cup was won by Lord Hartington’s 
Marion, telegraphed that the Prince ofWales, 
who witnessed that event, was ma very sul- 
ky frame ot mind caused, it would appear, 
by the storm of adverse newspaper criticisms 
which have swept and are still sweeping over 
the heir-apparent. The religious press, as 
might be expected, is the most severe in its 
comments upon the Prince of Wales’ conduct. 

The Christian World, an infiuential inde- 
pendent religious weekly paper, represent- 
ing all the Protestant denominations, says, 
for instance: 

The throne rests upon the foundstion of im 
opinion only. A few more scandals like that o 
Tranby 4 would destroy the foundation and 
Edward VIII. would never be crowned.

A SENSATION IN ARMY CIRCLES. 

rhe Vienna correspondent of the Times 
says that the baccarat scandal has caused a 
sensation in army circles on the continent, 
especially in countries where the Prince of 
Wales is honorary Colonel of several regi- 
ments. This correspondent also calls atten- 
tion to the fact that an Austrian General who 
was found to have condoned in a similar 
manner to that adopted by the Prince of 
Wales, acts of cheating upon the part of one 
of his subordinate officers, was compelled to 
resign from the army in order to avoid being 
tried by court martial. 

The Globe this evening says that both the 


‘army and navy felt most keenly the stigma 


which had been placed upon an honorable 
profession by the agreement entered tnto 
between a Field Marshal and a General to 
maintain secrecy in regard to gambling, and 
by gambling with youngsters, one of them 
a subaltern. 

THE QUEEN AFD THE PRIXCE. 

It is said that the Queen is so deeply stirred 
up over the baccarat revelations that 
she has directed the Prince of Wales 
to make an early personal explana- 
tion of his conduct, and that some 
of the Prince’s associates in the game may be 
made to feel the royal displeasure. The Sec- 
retary of State for War has been overwhelmed 
with letters demanding that action be taken 
against the implicated officers. 

DENOUNCED THE PRINCE. 

At the annual Conference of the Congrega- 
tional Churches of Glamorganshire, Wales, 
resolutions have been adopted denouncing 
the Prince of Wales for his connection with 
the baccarat scandal.

The proprietors are 
reluctant to make the concession which 
would benefit the customers by leaving them 
the money now paid in fees.

A BOLD ROBBERY. 


Thieves Take $10,000 Worth of Dia- 
monds From a New York Store. 


HILTON, HUGHES & DENNING THE Mo- 
TIMS OF THE EXPERT CRACKSMEN.

The Burglars Fire the Building to Make 
Their Escape—Inspector Byrnes Work- 
ing on the Case—The New Orleans Jury 
Bribery Oases—One of the Accused 
Convicted—The Criminal Calendar. 


NEW] Tonk, June 11.— The mammoth 
establishment of Hilton, Hughes & Denning, 
robbed ,’’ says the WoRLD this morning, in 
Gouble-leaded type. An enormous building, 
built chiefly of iron, with the lower floor en- 
cased in shutters of steel, found easy of en- 
trance by skillful burgiars, who areable to 

escape 


of the 
building at all hours of the night outwitted 
by burglars, who get in with their tools and 
out with their booty without so much as ex- 
citing suspicion. It is wonderful, but itis 
true, that the store of Hilton, Hughes & Den- 
ning was robbed last Friday night in the 
cleverest style that has distinguished a bur- 
glary in New York for many years, and so far 
not an inkling has been obtained by the po- 
lice as to the identity of the robbers. These 
shrewd burglars were evidently expert pro- 
fessional diamond thieves, and the plunder 
they secured consisted of $10,060 worth of 
gems from the jewelry department. The 
astonishing part of the robbery is the fact 
that the thieves wonld have selected the store 
of Hilton, Hughes & Denning of all others in 
others inthe city. One would have supposed 
that they would have preferred ajsafe deposit 
company’s vaults or the United States Sub- 
treasury. The newspapers last Saturday 
morning published a paragraph of a few 
lines concerning a slight fire in the great dry 
goods and miscellaneous store of Hilton, 
Hughes & Denning, which oecupies the en- 
tire block bounded by Broadway, Fourth av- 
enue, Ninth and Tenth streets. That fire was 
a part of the scheme of the burglars, but no- 
body thought so then, as it was not 
until the following day that the burglary 
was discovered. When the store was opened 
on Saturday morning it was found that one 
of the safes in which the diamonds are kept 
had been forced open during the night and 
its contents stolen. There was great con- 
sternation in the store and after a quiet but 
rapid investigation, Superintendent Clancey 
rushed down to police headquarters and re- 
ported the robbery to Inspector Byrnes, who 
at once put several of his best men on the 
case. 

Meanwhile the firm instructed its employes, 
under penalty of instant dismissal, to pre- 
serve absolute silence concerning the rob- 
bery—to avoid speaking of it and not even 
to gossip about it with each other. Inspector 
Byrnes has worked on the case with all of his 
well Known energy and ability, but the 
thieves are now enjoying what appears to 
be absolute security, the fruits of their dar- 
ing robbery. The Arm places the value of the 
stolen articles at only $10,000, but there was 
enough to reward the thieves for their night’s 
work, and probably $10,000 is what might be 
called a conservative estimate. There are 
people who would say that Hilton, Hughes 
& Denning’s stock of diamond jewelry, all of 
which was in the safe and all of which 
was stolen, was worth vastly more than 
$10,000. Whether the valuables inthe safe 
were worth $10,000 or $50,000, the thieves took 
them all and then arose the delicate question 
as to how they were to get away. A burglar 
who can open a locked safe can close it 
again and that is what these burgiars 
did. Having done so, how to escape with 
the booty became in reality a burning ques- 
tion. The store of Hilton, Hughes & Denning 
is the big building that was built by A. T. 
Stewart for an up-town retall establishment 
when he had foresight to see that his Cham 
bers street store would be too far down town 
in a few years and when people predicted that 
his business would fail because of its trans- 
fer from the center of trade to a point so far 
north as Ninth streetand Broadway. Time, 
however, justified his wisdom, and efter the 
death of the merchant prince the business 
was carried on ina similar manner by E. J. 
Denning 4 Co. This firm, as every one wil 
remember, became knowne year or two ago 
as Hilton, Hughes 4 Denning, thus keeping 
in the business at the old stand the money, if 
not the name, of A. T. Stewart.

PHILADELPHIA, Fa., Juneli.—Asa result of 
a conference between city officials last night 
on the subject of the shortage in the City 
Treasurer’s office and the looting of the Key- 
stone Bank, additional warrants were issued 
for persons connected with these scandals. 
The names of those for whom the warrants 
were issued cannot be learned. 

Awell-known citizen of Riverton, N. J., 
states that the fugitive President of the Key- 
stone Bank, Gideon W. Marsh, was seen at 
that place yesterday. Detectives are run- 
ning down the clews. 


SHOT FOR LOSING A RACE. 

Famex, III., June 11.—J. Menk of this 
city entered into an agreement with John 
Stough, alias Martin, a sprinter, who was to 
race with Hamilton, a Kansas City runner, 
where it was agreed that Hamilton should 
win and Menk and Martin divide the 
winnings. Menk told Martin he would shoot 
him if he did not keep his word and lose the 
race, but Martin won and, true to his threat, 
Menk shot him in the back. Menk has not 
been arrested. Martin’s wound is painful, 
but not dangerous. 


A FATAL FEUD. 

Paris, III., June 11.—For some time a feud 
has existed between Thos. Benson and Ellis 
Ferris, two young farmers, who reside near 
Edgar, in this county. Yesterday afternoon 
Ferris was united in marrigge to 
Miss Ella Jones. This morning the two 
enemies came to town. Benson, it is alleged, 
made some disreputable remark about Fer- 
ris’ wife. Ferris cesented the insult and Ben- 
son attacked him with a club. Ferris then 
drew a knife and stabbed Benson through the 
heart, killing him instantly. Ferris has not 
yet been arrested. 


MURDERER BULLING RECAPTURED. 

Sr. Joseru, Mo., June 11.—Louis Bulling, 
who murdered his wife in January, 1, and 
was sentenced to hang April 17, but escaped, 
was arrested yesterday at Galveston, Tex. 
He will be hung next month.

A WATER-8POUT FLOOD. 


LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY CAUSED BY A 
CLOUD-BURST AT FEAZIER, TEX. 
GAINESVILLE, Tex., June 11.—Following 
three days of violent rain a water-spout burst 
at Frasier, Greer County, last Friday night, 
causing loss of life and destruction to prop- 
erty.

THE IMMIGRATION COMMISSION, 


MRS. CHARLOTTE SMITH URGES THE APPOINT- 
MENT OF TWO WOMEN. 

WasnInoTton, D. C., June 11.—Mrs. Char- 
lotte Smith, President of the Woman's Na- 
tional Industrial League of America, has 
written a letter to President Harrison earn- 
estly urging the appointment of two women 
on the Board of Commissioners to investigate 
the immigration problem in Europe. The 
letter calls attention to the great immigra- 
tion of women ofall classes into the United 
States from Canada and Europe, many of 
whom, ft is asserted, are brought over here 
for immoral purposes. Great numbers of 
them, it is also alleged, are imported to take 
the places of American women in mills and 
factories and clothing establishments at 
greatly reduced wages. The smuggling of 
Chinese into the United States and the dis- 
placement of American help by this cheap 
labor is spoken of. It is urged that female 
inspectors would de able to greatly aid the 
American working women inthetr struggle 
for a livelihood and do better duty than 
men. 


DEPARTMENT MATTERS. 


COMMISSIONER MORGAN AND THE CATHOLIC 
BUREAU OF INDIAN MISSIONS. 

Wasurnectron, D. C., June 11.—During the 
last two years the relations existing between 
Indian Commissioner Morgan and the Catho- 
lic Bureau of Indian Missions have been some 
what strained. This difficulty had its origin 
in the Catholic opposition to Mr. Morgan’s 
policy of substituting Government schools 
for denominational schools on Indian reserva- 
tions. Since that time there has been no per- 
sonal communication between the commis- 
sioner and Father Stephan, the head of the 
Catholic Bureau. Under those circumstances 
the disbursement of the large fund paid by 
the Government through the Catholic Bureau 
for carrying on the Catholic mission schools 
has been attended with difficulty and at times 
with serious embarrassment. Finding that 
their work was retarded by the continuance 
of this condition of affairs, Rev. Father Cha- 
pelle, D. D., who is in charge of the bureau 
during the absence of Father Stephan in 
Europe, bas had a conference with Mr. Mor- 
gan, at which an amicable understanding 
was reached. Mr. Morgan, however, plainly 
stated that while the present number of con- 
tract schools would be continued during the 
next year as directed by recent legislation, 
no new schools will be authorized. 

THE CROW INDIAN RESERVATIONS.

THE GENESIS OF ENOW NOTHINGISN. 


Baltimore and Philadelphia are the two 

American cities most noted for outbreaks 
of Nativism in politics, and these out- 
breaks always occur just when the local 
opposition to Democracy has nothing else 
to fall back upon. After so many years of 
Democratic ascendency in Baltimore there 
is nothing at all surprising in the an- 
mouncement that Baltimore Know Noth- 
ingism is again to enter the arena as an 
organized party in opposition to Democ- 
racy. Nor would there be anything ex- 
traordinary in a similar revival of Nativ- 
ism in some form or other in Philadelphia 
since the recent wrecking of the Republi- 
can ring machine in Pennsylvania. 
But in welcoming this revival with the 
remark that ‘‘Know Nothingism has al- 
ways been particularly strong in Demo- 
cratic communities,’’ the Republican 
organs are only misleading their readers. 
It is true that Know Nothingism has 
made its most desperate fights in trying to 
capture Democratic communities, but that 
was simply because other parties backed 
it and used it as a means of wresting 
power from the Democrats. The whole 
truth is that Democratic communities al- 
ways stood firmly against it, and that it 
was the Democratic party which downed it 
and drove it out of politics. 

Know Nothingism is the logical result, 
the legitimate and inevitable Offspring of 
agitation for ‘‘the protection of American 
labor from competition with the degraded 
pauper labor of Europe. Every such 
agitation or increase of our tariff 
promising higher wages to American 
workingmen is naturally and necessarily 
followed by an outbreak of Nativism and 
opposition to immigration, because it 
tends to bring increased immigration, in- 
crease of competition with the aforesaid 
““degraded pauper labor, rather than in- 
crease of wages to the American worker. 

Thus the great Native American riots 
broke out in Philadelphia, the great Pro- 
tectionist stronghold, when the increased 
wages promised as the result of electing 
the elder HARRISON were not forthcoming. 
And when the high tarif Whig party 
began to go to pieces after the defeat of 
Scorr in 1852, the most of its followers 
went headlong into Know Nothingism, 
and the rest would have followed, if Know 
Nothingism had succeeded where Whig- 
gery failed. But as it entered Virginia 
victorious from the Whig States, Wen 
met nt at the head of the Democracy and 
crushed it.

EGRAPHERS AND PEOPLE’S PARTY. 
— — — 


The Executive Committees of Both Organ- 
izations to Lay Out a Plan of Campaign 
—Whatthe Railroad Telegraphers Will 
Demand—The People’s Party Plans 
Some Questions to Be Considered. 


The order of Raliroad Telegraphers wil 
hold a convention in this city on Monday, 
June 15, and the Executive Oom mittee, 
seven in number, will arrive in the city to- 
day and be quartered at the Laclede. The 
order is rapidly growing, and now numbers 
nearly 10,000 members. The delegates to the 
convention will number about 250, and as 
many Visitors are expected. The head- 
quarters will be at the Laclede Hotel, where 
the Executive Committee are quartered. 

OVERWORKED TELEGRAPHERS. 

In reference to the convention a member 
ofthe order said: ‘‘Few people appreciate 
the importance of the order or the work that 
its members havetodo. If this was gener- 
ally understood the public would demand for 
us far more than we will ask for ourselves. 
The task of a railroad telegrapher is. a very 
severe one, and his services are 
not at all appreciated. In large cities 
his work, although hard, is 
such as can reasonably be required. But on 
the new lines of road, and at small stations, 
the state of affairs is very different. There 
the train dispatcher has not only to do his 
own work, but to perform various other 
functions. He is frequently baggage master, 
ticket seller, station keeper and telegrapher 
all m one, what may be called a concentrated 
inhabitant, and sometimes is requlred to at- 
tend to the switches. This calls for from 
fourteen to sixteen hours work, and while the 
labor is not continuous, it keeps a manona 
constant strain, and prevents him from do- 
ing his work properly. It must not 
be forgotten that the safety of 
the traveling public depends in 
a very great manner upon the vigilance of the 
men at the other end of the wires,and if they 
are overburdened with a multiplicity of 
duties, the risk of making an error that 
may cost scores of lives is greatly increased. 

CHANGES DESIRED. 

One of the principal things. wanted is 
a rule forbidding extra duties from de- 
ing imposed upon operators, and a 
comprehensive system of reliefs. We 
do not ask forany eight hour day, but think 
that the sixteen hour day should be prohib- 
ited. Many of the telegraphers are not 
members of the order, and we wish to 
bring them in, in order that all may 
work together. The controlling officials of 
the raflroads as a rule Go not know the work 
that is In Many cases imposed upon the 
operators, as this is done by diwuion super- 
intendents.

Old Soldiers Complain of the Local Pen- 
sion Examining Board. : 


MANY DAYS LOST IN WAITING TO BE 
| PASSED UPON. 


Their Claim That Another Board Should 
Be Appointed for St. Louis Well 
Founded—Scenes This Morning at the 
Custom -House— Plain Expressions 
From the Veterans. 


Up on the fourth floor of the Custom house 
building a long row of men sat this morning 
staring blankly at the closed doors of an 
office opposite tothe chairs in the hallway. 
Nearly all the men were gray-haired, some 
were crippled as though from wounds, others 
were bent with rheumatism, and one had 
his empty left coat-sleeve pinned across 
the front of his breast. Three of 
the waiting line of fourteen men were col- 
ored, one of them showing a strong trait of 
his patient race by sleeping soundly while 
his companions were fuming and fretting 
with impatience. Upon the door of the 
once at which they all stared 80 
intently was a placard bearing the 
words: United States Board of 
Pension Examiners. Doctor's office.’’ Each 
of the waiting group outside held in his hand 
a narrow printed slip dated from Washing- 
ton, D. C.. and bearing at the bottom the 
signature of Green B. Raum, Co issioner 
of Pensions, notifying the hold to ap- 

beforejthe Examining Board at St. Louis 
rs physical examination. In addition to 
this they held alsoa little card upon which 
was stamped a number. Every ten or fifteen 
minutes the door upon which they kept their 
eyes fixed steadily would open and a voice 
call out one ofthe numbers. At the calla 
member of the waiting contingent would 
hobble hurriedly into the office ‘and the door 
would again be closed. It was an adjourned 
session of the regular examination day of the 
local pension office, which time is set prop- 
erly for Wednesdays, beginning at 10 a. m., 
and the old men outside were veterans of the 
late war applying for a pension. 

PATIENT OLD VETERANS. 


They had waited all day yesterday for ad- 
mission before the examining board, and the 
‘*‘back numbers’’ on the list then waiting 
stood a good chance of being carried 
over to to-morrow or some other 
day. There was no reason for 
such delay in attending to the old fellows lex 
cept that the Board of Pension Examiners 
could not possibly get ‘through with the 
crowds that came up before them for exam- 
mation. 

The crowd to-day ain’t anything to what 
itis sometimes,’’ saidthe Federal Building 
elevator man who had been ‘‘lifting’’ 
the veterans to the fourth floor all morning. 
J have seen as many as 150 waiting here to 
de e ed.’ 

Yet, for some reason, the examining board 
will only examine twenty applicants daily, 
the others, say of a band of one 
hundred, having to ‘‘linger patiently 
about’’ while the wheels of the pension 
circumlocution office go slowly round. So 
loyal are the old fellows who have this wait- 
ing to do, however, that many of them will 
make not the slightest complaint against the 
Government which 80 leisurely 
attends to their particular bus!i- 
ness, and some even resent 
an intimation that they might be required to 
sacrifice- only one day from their regular 
occupations for the purpose of being exam- 
-ined fora pension. They do this even al- 
though some are from points outside 
of St. Louis and are here 
on expenses in the meantime. But 
occasionally an old veteran will flare out in 
anger at ‘‘cooling his heels’’ in the Custom- 
house corridors too long, and they always 
talk from the shoulder. 

THE NEW YORK ‘*‘HERALD’S’’ ATTACK. 
The New York Herald is making an at- 
tack on Pension Commissioner Raum, based 
on his management of the St. Louis 
system of examination for pensions. The 
Herald yesterday printed the following from 
its Washington correspondent:

veteran was taken away from me by act 
of Congress, which also deprived many 
other Mexican veterans of their pensions. 
Iam an applicant now for a pension as a dis- 
abled soldier of the late war. It’s slow work 
getting it, though, and this is the slowest 
part of it. 1 have been here now two 
days and I should think that we 
might be attended to more prompt- 
ly. It looks like the Government was 
not very prompt in answering the 
call for help of its old soldiers. But all there 
is for us to do is just to wait right here until 
the surgeons can find time to look at us. 
„The great imposition to disabled old 
soldiers by this slow method of 
examining them for pensions, said 
James Jones, colored, who was a fireman 
on a United States ironclad of the Mississippi 
squadron during the late war, ‘‘is that it 
keeps them at least two or three days from 
their work and makes them run 
the risk of losing their positions. 
And, let me tell you, it isn’t easy 
for a disabled old man to get a job. They 
can’t do any heavy work, and if they once 
losea place where they had some light 
tasks to do, it’s mighty hard to find another, 
And then besides they can’t afford to 
lose the two or three days’ 
time either. I think that the 
Government should arrange it so that we 
could get through with the examination part 
in, at most, one whole day. That’s time, 
enough to lose when, may be, the pension is 
only a few dollars a month. Then jthe door 
opened and another veteran hastened in be- 
fore the surgeons, thankful that his wait 
was ended.

LIKE THE IDEALS OF GUSTAVE DORE. 


The Western Bad Lands Were Once the 
Bottom of the Sea. 


From the Chicago Inter-Ocean. 

Stretching along the western part ofthe 
Dakotas, extending westward into Montana 
and down into Wyoming, is a curious uplift 
known on old maps as the Mauvaises Terres 
of the French explorers,on recent ones as the 
Bad Lands. In speaking of them the Western 


oper commonly accent the word bad, as 
ftoimply that all other lands in their part 
of the world were good. These lonely tracts 
are rightly named, for they are the type of 
desolation, and as yet are but little 
occupied ‘and little known, for there is 
nothing among their fastnesses to induce 
settlement or to lure the traveler after he has 
seenan example of what nature can do in 
the way of big and arid landscape. The aver- 
age view inthe Bad Lands is as near to the 
somber ideals of Gustave Dore, as expressed 
in his Paradise Lost’’ and „Inferno, s 
one is likely to find in a terrestrial scene, and 
the spectator who visits them will doubtless 
be reminded at frequent intervals of what he 
has read of the scenery on the blasted sur- 
face ofthe moon. The regionis high above 
the level of the sea; it has few lakes or rivers, 
and it is fairly well north—circumstances 
that aggravate its barrenness and bleak- 
ness. It has obtained some celebrity during 
Indian wars because of the facility with 
which red men can conceal themselves 
in the deep defiles and behind the hills 
of scoria that traverse the district in all di- 
rections. While grass grows here to a 
limited extent, and while even tatoes are 
raised in pockets of earth on the hillsides, 
the ge aspect of the place is forbidding 
enough. “ry brush grows abundantly, as 
in mockery o vegetation, for cattle will not 
touch this odoriferous herb while a spear of 
dried grass is to be found in the neighbor- 
hood—there is some cactus and a stubby buf- 
falo grass, but —— beside the river is any 
rich and tiv green to 
found, though this looks the brighter 
for the almost 2 — wildness ofthe sur- 
rounding hills. animal life is as scant as 
that of the vegetable kingdom;a few wolves 
rowl among the buttes; a few prairie dogs 
ulld their tunnels and domes in open 
places; an owl was heard hooting in the dis- 
tance at night, and nowand then antelopes 
are seen on remote heights, usually out of 
rifle range, and one has need to examine his 
path at times lest the prevalent rattlesnake 
8 and sting him. Save for these hints 
life in plant and animal there is nothing to 
recall kinship with the States that nature ) 
treated more kindly both West and East. 

Yet it should not be supposed thatthe Bad 
Lands are gloomy. They are too full of color 
forthat. Geologically they are the bed of an 
ancient sea that was upheaved in not remote 
ages, and after their emergence from the 
water, the escape of lakes and the flow of 
rivers from portions that have long since 
gone dry, wore down the deep canons that 
traverse the hills and covered the slopes with 
forms that suggest such thin as tents, 
spires, pagodas and obelisks. The soil is an 
innurated clay that has not only a good deal 
of color of its own, but that has been trans- 
formed by subterranean heat into terra cotta 
and brick of lively red, brown and yellow. 
The effect on a bright morning is therefore 
cheerful rather than otherwise, but this un- 
wonted brilliancy has the effect after a while 
of emphasizing rather than relieving the gen- 
eral desolation.

THE CROW AS A PET. 


A Mischievous Bird That Oan Be Taught to 
Talk Better Than a Parrot. 


From Nature’s Bealm. 

Crows make very amusing pets for anyone 
who can put up with their innate spirit of 
deviltry, and besides that they can be taught 
to talk more distinctly than most parrots. It 
is a common idea among the country people 
that they will not talk unless their tongues 
are cut at a certain tender age. Be that as it 
may, I have heard crows talk excellently 


that never had their tongues cut, and some 
whose tongues are cut never w ill talk at all. 
I always take my chances without cuttin — 5 
and out of nearly a dozen that I have owne 
only two proved void of a bump of language. 

Tobe sureof having a good affectionate 
crow, take him from the nest as soon after 
hatching as you can nnd him. If it is the first 
of the brood hatched,all the better. How 
are you to tell that? Why, if you find one 
baby crow and four eggs in the nest, does not 
that settle the question beyond’ dispute? 
Name him as soon as you get home. It is a 
good plan to have a family consultation on 
this subject, for a rechristening is fatal to 
the proper education of your callow charge. 
Always call him by name whenever you feed 
him. He will learn his name before he knows 
what feathers are, and respond toit when- 
ever he hears it uttered. Feed, until half- 
fledged ,on meal and water—regular „chicken 
dough’’—and if any chicken sicknesses’’ 
come on consult the ‘‘chicken doctor.’’ In 
other words, the young crow must be raised 
on about the same diet as a young chicken. 
Feed plenty and feed often. A crow’s nest 
is the best thing to keep him in during his 
infantile days. If you haven't one make a 
substitute. As he ws in strength and is 
able totravelabout a little he needs more 
variety in his food, but be careful he does 
not swallow anything that is very salty. 
Dump a handful of gravel down his mouth 
occasionally, and ve him minnows and 
— once in a while. Swallowing his 
first live frog seems to give a young 
crow a most agreeable new sensation. Do 
not be in — Migs bg about making him bathe. 
He will wash himself whenever itis neces- 
sary, and if taken and plunged into cold 
water while the pin feathers are full of blood, 
it may cause him to literally ‘‘catch his death 
o’ cold.’’ As soon as he is well on the wing 
his language lessons should begin. Shut him 
up in adarkened room when well fed, and 
— by whispering the word or phrase you 
wish him to learn. If he seems 
to listen repeat it a little 
louder, and continue until he either 
grows restless or goes to sleep. It will be but 
afew minutes. Repeat the same lesson and 
9 every time you visit him, or pass 
within earing for a week or ten days, and if 
your crow don’t talk in that time he probably 
never will. Generally they will begin to prac- 
tice to themselves the first or second day of 
their imprisonment, but once a word or 
22 is learned others will quickly follow.

The Pool and School Text Books Acts to 
Go Into Effect Soon. 
POOL ROOM OPERATORS PREPARING * 
MAKE A FIGHT IN THE COURTS.

What the School Text Books Commission 
Is Expected to Do—Oountry Schools 
Want Uniformity and Cheapness—The 
Companies Closely Watching Develop- 
ments. | 


Within the nexttwo weeksthe police will 
be called upon to enforce the new law apply- 
Ing to pool-selling and bookmaking. The 
last session of the Assembly passed an act 
prohibiting the sale of pools on all sporting 
events that occur outside oof the 
State. In other words, while it permits the 
sale of pools and book-making on races run 
in St. Louis, Kansas City and elsewhere in 
the State, it is an offense when this 
is done on events in Hmos, Ten- 
nessee, New York or any other State. 
It goes into effect on the 22d mist., 
and pool-rooms that run in violation of Its 
provisions will be raided by the police. 

The owners of the pool-roomsare giving the 
matter much attention at present, and 
are making preparations to fight the 
The book-making and  pool-sell- 
ing interests have 
an organization, 
probable that they will. Up to the present 
they have done nothing further than discuss 
the matter among themselves. They are all, 
as a matter of course, averse to the law, and 
agree that it ought to be bitterly opposed. 
The rooms controlled by Furber, 
Lyons, Wiseman, Donovan and Levy are 
taking the most interest in the subject, and 
will handle the battle from the St. Louis end 
of the line. The Kansas City bookmakers are 
also expected to lend a helping hand. 

PREPARING FOR FIGHT. 

Arthur Furber, one of the proprietors 
of Furber'’s Turf Exchange, said 
this morning that it had been 
practically decided to retain able counsel and 
test the law inthe highest courts, if neces- 
sary. We expect, he said, to Knock out 
this act on the ground of unconstitutionality, 
and weare ready to proceed with the test 
case.
